Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1965. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  20  6 per  1,000  of  population  compares  with 
a figure  of  23.0  for  the  previous  year.  The  Crude  Death  Rate  is 
9.3  per  1,000  of  population  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  13.1 
per  1,000  live  births. 

Infectious  disease  remained  at  a low  level  throughout  the 
year  apart  from  an  epidemic  of  measles . With  the  advent  of 
measles  vaccination  the  incidence  of  this  disease  should  fall 
substantially. 

Finally,  I must  thank  Mr.  Galsworthy  and  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  their  help  during  the  year  and  also 
the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  assistance.

THE  AGED  AND  INFIRM 


It  is  inevitable  that  with  more  people  living  longer  this 
branch  of  medicine  should  assume  increasing  importance.  Visits 
were  made  to  the  elderly  throughout  the  year  and  their  circumstances 
kept  under  review. 

Although  most  of  those  visited  do  co-operate  there  remain  a 
few  who  refuse  to  leave  their  homes  in  spite  of  being  offered  better 
accommodation  and  care  elsewhere. 

It  is  in  these  circumstances  that  Section  47  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948  has  to  be  considered. 

Under  this  Section  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  having 
obtained  authority  from  the  Council,  can  apply  to  a Court  of 
Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  Order  for  the  removal  to  a suitable 
place  of  a person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or 
being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically  incapacitated,  is  living  in 
insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a number  of  cases  but  no  formal 
action  under  this  Act  was  required.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Report  on  the  environmental  circumstances 
of  the  District  for  incorporation  with  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  District  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

The  year  was  one  of  routine  work  and  gradual  progress,  with 
no  high-lights,  but  the  Department  working  under  considerable 
pressure  at  all  times. 

In  order  to  maintain  100%  meat  inspection  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors  were  required  to  work  overtime  on  a rota  system  every 
evening  of  the  week  and  also  over  weekends  and  Bank  holidays,  and 
time  taken  off  in  lieu  of  weekend  duties  considerably  affected 
the  efficient  carrying  out  of  other  duties. 

Survey  of  all  the  houses  in  the  No,  3 Smoke  Control  Area  in 
Glen  Parva  parish  was  completed  and  on  8th  December  the  Minister 
confirmed  the  Glen  Parva  Smoke  Control  Order  No,  3,  This  survey 
also  necessitated  your  Inspectors  working  outside  normal  office 
hours  to  obtain  access  to  houses  where  the  occupants  were  not  at 
home  during  the  day. 

New  legislation  introduced  over  recent  years  coupled  with 
the  growth  of  the  District  has  put  considerable  strain  on  existing 
staff,  and  the  appointment  of  a pupi 1-trainee  during  the  year 
will  not  bring  any  appreciable  relief  in  the  immediate  future. 

Nevertheless  the  Department  has  coped  with  the  situation 
and  with  the  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of  the  staff  has  maintained 
public  health  administration  in  the  District  up  to  a reasonably 
satisfactory  standard. 

Once  again  1 wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  confidence 
and  interest  shown  by  Members  of  the  Council  and  for  the 
co-operation  of  the  other  Chief  Officers  and  members  of  staff,

Every  parish  in  the  District  is  supplied  with  mains  water  by 
the  statutory  water  authority  - the  Leicester  Water  Department 

Occasional  complaints  were  received  throughout  the  year  from 
residents  principally  in  the  fringe  parishes  adjacent  to  the  City 
of  Leicester  of  discolouration  and  sediment  in  the  water  Such 
was  due  to  iron  deposits  from  the  water  mains,  and  upon  notification 
given  to  the  Water  Department  immediate  action  was  taken  by  the 
flushing  out  of  the  mains

3 SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 

Every  village  in  the  District  is  provided  with  main  drainage, 
the  sewage  from  the  19  sewered  parishes  being  biologically  treated 
at  12  properly  constructed  sewage  disposal  works 

The  construction  of  a large  restaurant  and  service  station  on 
the  M 1 motorway  at  Leicester  Forest  East  necessitated  a special 
drainage  scheme  costing  approximately  £66.500 

During  the  year  extensions  to  the  combined  sewage  disposal 
works  for  Glenfield  and  Kirby  Muxloe  were  completed  at  a cost  of 
£135  200 


A sewerage  scheme  for  the  parish  of  Leicester  Forest  West  has 
been  formulated  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has  reported  on  the 
progress  of  the  following  schemes  -

No  contribution  was  made  by  the  Council  during  the  year 
towards  the  cost  of  conversion  of  pail  closets  to  water  closets 
under  Section  47  P H A 1936  but  13  such  pail  closets  were 
replaced  by  water  closets  in  houses  which  were  reconditioned  with 
the  aid  of  Improvement  Grants  under  the  Housing  Acts 

In  addition  16  pail  closets  were  abolished  in  houses  Closed 
or  Demolished  under  the  Housing  Act,  by  Clearance  Area  or  Individual 
Unfit  procedure .

4 REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


The  Cleansing  Department  which  deals  with  the  emptying  of 
pail  closets,  cesspools  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse 
is  under  the  control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 

The  Council  has  undertaken  to  empty  cesspools  quarterly,  and 
for  this  purpose  and  for  the  weekly  emptying  of  pail  closets  a 
Earner  800  gallon  special  wagon  is  used 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  every  parish  in  the 
District  using  a fleet  of  thirteen  Karrier  Lorries,  and  disposed 
of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  centrally  situated  tip  at 
Thurlaston 

All  vehicles  are  maintained  and  serviced  at  the  Council’s 
works  and  depot  at  Littlethorpe 

Litter  bins  are  provided  by  the  Council  throughout  the 
District  and  in  addition  to  the  regular  cleaning  of  the  main 
roads  by  the  Highway  Authority,  all  other  streets  are  regularly 
swept  by  2 mechanical  sweepers  by  the  Council 
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INSPECTION  OF  PREMISES 


The  total  number  of  complaints  received  and  recorded  in  the 
Register  during  the  year  was  866  these  included  312  relating  to 
infestations  by  rats  and  mice,  and  41  of  other  insect  pests 
Defects  or  nuisances  were  dealt  with  at  1,080  premises  by  the  Public

Slaughterhouses  and  Slaughtering 


All  the  8 private  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  fully  comply 
with  the  standards  set  out  in  the  Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene) 
Regulations  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty) 
Regulations  and  have  been  licensed  annually  since  the  'Appointed 
Day'  for  the  District,  1st  January,  1962,  under  the  Slaughterhouses 
Act  1958, 

One  of  these  eight  private  slaughterhouses  is  a modern  private 
abattoir  at  Whetstonef  now  owned  by  a large  wholesale  meat 
distributing  firm,,  all  the  fairly  large  output  of  meat  therefrom 
being  exported  from  the  District. 

As  slaughtering  takes  place  on  every  day  of  the  week, 
including  evenings  and  weekends,  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
meat  inspection  to  be  carried  out  on  a rota  system  by  four  Public 
Health  Inspectors 

Under  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963  the  Council  make 
charges  for  meat  inspection  based  on  the  number  of  carcases  inspected.

Food  Complaints 


Sixteen  complaints  of  contaminated  food  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Department,  and  all  were  fully  investigated. 

In  only  one  case  was  the  food  actually  produced  in  the 
District . namely  a loaf  of  bread  with  a beetle  therein.  Upon 
examination  the  beetle  was  identified  as  a small  flour  beetle 
which  must  have  been  in  the  flour  delivered  to  the  bakehouse  and 
passed  through  the  flour  sieveso 

Thorough  investigation  of  all  the  other  complaints  was; 
made  including  visits  to  the  complainants,  retailers  and  interviews 
with  representatives  of  the  food  manufacturers  concerned,  and 
having  regard  to  all  the  circumstances,  in  no  case  was  it  felt 
necessary  to  recommend  institution  of  proceedings  under  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Acto 

Included  in  the  complaints  were  four  cases  of  pies  affected 
with  mould,  the  cause  of  such  being  principally  unsatisfactory 
handling  by  the  retailers  concerned.  Advice  on  storage,  shelf 
life  and  rotation  of  stock  was  given  to  the  retailers  with  the 
co-opei'a  tion  of  the  manufacturers  of  the  various  pies. 

In  the  majority  of  the  other  cases  the  contamination  was  due 
1 o 1 he  presence  of  foreign  matter,  such  as  oil  and  other  materials 
I r'om  food  manufacturing  plant 
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In  spite  of  precautions  taken  and  checking  equipment  installed, 
where  mechanised  plant  is  used  in  food  manufacture  and  packaging, 
cases  still  occasionally  occur  whereby  some  part  or  material  from 
the  plant  becomes  dislodged  and  is  trapped  in  the  foodstuff. 

Three  complaints  were  of  unsatisfactory  bottled  milk,  the 
contaminating  material  in  each  case  had  come  from  misuse  of  the 
bottles  by  the  public,  and  normal  cleansing  and  sterilising  had 
failed  to  remove  the  material. 

By  careful  supervision  such  bottles  are  normally  rejected, 
but  again  on  occasions  an  unsatisfactory  bottle  may  slip  through.

In  addition  to  the  samples  listed,  samples  of  milk  originating 
in  the  Blaby  Rural  District  were  taken  at  receiving  dairies  in 
other  areas. 

Two  samples  of  soft  drinks  were  reported  to  be  unsatisfactory: 
one  informal  sample  of  lemon  and  barley  water  contained  undisclosed 
saccharin  and  subsequent  enquiry  showed  that  an  old  label  had  been 
applied  to  the  bottle  in  error.  The  manufacturers  were  warned 
and  all  stocks  of  obsolete  labels  were  destroyed. 

An  informal  sample  of  blackcurrant  flavour  cordial  was  found 
to  be  deficient  of  sugar  content  as  required  by  the  new 
regulations.  This  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  manufacturers 
who  immediately  called  in  all  stocks  and  amended  their  recipe  for 
this  product, 

13,  FOOD  PREMISES 

In  general  the  standard  of  food  premises  in  the  District  and 
the  co-operation  of  occupiers  in  maintaining  such  standard  is  good. 
Due  to  constant  usage  and  staff  problems,  deterioration  does  take 
place  and  by  regular  routine  inspections  endeavour  is  made  to  see 
such  standards  maintained.  Many  of  the  minor  items  are  dealt  with 
verbally  at  the  time  of  visit,  but  where  contravention  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  is  found  or  works  of  improvement  required, 
written  notices  are  sent.

Eight  complaints  were  received  from  residents  of  annoyance 
by  noise  which  were  all  fully  investigated.

RESIDENTIAL  CARAVANS 


For  the  past  two  years  the  number  of  caravans  used  for 
permanent  residential  purposes  in  the  District  has  remained 
practically  the  same,  there  being  16  licensed  single  caravan 
sites  and  one  licensed  site  with  13  caravans  thereon^ 

The  licence  for  the  13  caravan  site  in  Littlethorpe  is  due 
to  expire  next  year  and  plans  are  being  approved  for  the  replacement 
of  this  site  by  a new  site  nearby  to  contain  40  caravans  with  all 
the  required  facilities  laid  on ^ 

The  Council  site  at  Countesthorpe  is  full  with  10  permanent 
residential  caravans  thereon 

No  facilities  are  provided  in  the  District  to  accommodate 
short-stay  caravanners,  such  as  the  travelling  salesmen  and 
maintenance  men  type,  and  difficulty  is  experienced  by  such 
people  in  finding  sites  without  contravening  the  provisions  of  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 

Over  the  past  year  there  has  been  a considerable  influx  of 
gypsy-didicoi  and  scrap  dealer  type  of  caravanners  into  the 
District  principally  from  the  adjoining  City  of  Leicester, 

These  tend  to  settle  in  colonies,  particularly  in  two  parts 
of  the  District  on  the  roadside  verges  on  the  Old  Fosse  near  the 
M 1 motorway  in  Enderby  and  in  the  Mill  Lane/Ford  Lane  area  in 
Blaby.  where  they  create  considerable  nuisance  and  trouble  by 
lack  of  proper  sanitary  facilities  and  by  the  depositing  of  litter 
and  waste  materials.

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Lighting  in  Offices  and  Shops 


The  Act  requires  that  effective  provision  shall  be  made  for 
securing  and  maintaining  in  every  part  of  the  premises  in  which 
persons  are  working  or  passing,  sufficient  and  suitable  lighting 
whether  natural  or  artificial,  and  during  the  month  of  November  a 
series  of  light  readings  were  taken  in  various  shops  and  offices 
in  the  District  This  was  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of 
Labour  which  required  information  from  Local  Authorities  on  the 
general  standard  of  lighting  in  such  premises  to  enable  the  Minister 
to  make  Regulations  under  the  Act  setting  out  definite  standards 
of  lighting 

Whereas  at  present  there  is  no  legal  standard,,  there  is  an 
accepted  standard  recommended  by  the  Illuminating  Engineering 
Society,  the  technical  authority  for  lighting  in  Great  Britain 
which  co-operates  with  government  departments,  professional 
organisations,  local  authorities  and  so  on.  in  all  matters 
concerning  lighting.  Its  recommendations  which  take  present-day 
economics  into  account  are  based  on  exhaustive  research  on  the 
effect  of  lighting  on  seeing 

The  I E S code  covers  all  interior  lighting  applications 
and  recommends  illumination  levels  whilst  specifying  a limit  on  the 
amount  of  glare. 

Recommended  illumination  levels  vary  from  7 lumens  per 
square  foot  for  corridors  and  lifts.  10  for  stairs.  15  to  20  for 
canteens  and  kitchens  to  30  for  general  offices  and  up  to  45  for 
machine  operation  and  drawing  and  tracing  boards. 

In  the  several  offices  visited  it  was  found  that  there  was 
wide  variation  in  the  standard  of  lighting,  both  between  the 
different  premises  and  between  different  rooms  in  the  same  premises. 
It  would  seem  that  persons  accustomed  to  working  under  say  20  lumens 
per  sq  ft  accepted  this  as  quite  adequate.,  whilst  persons 
accustomed  to  something  over  30  lumens  found  the  lower  figure 
intolerable 

Light  level  readings  taken  in  shops  also  showed  wide 
variation  with  in  general  the  large  self-service  store  having  the 
best  standard  and  the  small  shop  the  lowest. 

Generally  speaking  the  level  of  light  on  the  serving  counters 
or  cash  areas  of  large  self-service  stores  is  found  to  be  adequate 
and  also  in  the  small  office  which  usually  exists  at  this  type  of 
shop,  but  in  almost  every  shop  there  exists  some  points  where  the 
lighting  is  bad  usually  at  the  bottom  shelves  of  fixtures. 

Instances  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  have  been  found  more 
particularly  in  olfices  than  shops,  since,,  in  the  case  of  the 
former,  a higher  standard  of  lighting  is  necessary  by  reason  of  the 
naturf  of  the  work,  and  in  the  case  of  the  latter.,  very  high 
standards  of  lighting  exist  for  the  purposes  of  sales  and  display 
'.vork 
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Where  instances  of  unsatisfactory  lighting  have  been  found, 
occupiers  have  been  advised  of  the  existing  I.E.S.  Code,  although 
it  has  been  pointed  out  that  this  is  not  yet  the  statutory  standard. 

Reported  Accidents 


The  2 accidents  reported  were  fully  investigated  and 
recommendations  made  to  prevent  any  possible  recurrence. 

One  accident  occurredon  Licensed  Premises  during  delivery  of 
crates  of  bottled  beer  by  hand-truck  into  the  premises.  The 
delivery  driver's  mate  slipped  off  an  inclined  ramp  injuring  his 
back. 


The  other  occurred  in  a Food  Warehouse  where  an  employee 
slipped  off  a truck  he  was  loading  injuring  his  ankle. 

18.  HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Byelaws  are  in  operation  made  by  the  Council  under  the  Public 
Health  Act  for  securing  cleanliness  in  hairdressers  and  barber's 
premises . 

In  general  the  28  premises  in  the  District  are  maintained  in 
a satisfactory  condition,  but  four  notices  were  sent  during  the 
year  requiring  improvement. 

19.  ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

Under  the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963,  licences 
have  been  issued  in  respect  of  8 premises  in  the  District. 

All  premises  come  up  to  the  recommended  standards. 

20.  PETROLEUM 

All  places  where  petroleum  spirit  and  inflammable  petroleum- 
based  mixtures  are  stored  are  controlled  by  the  Council  by  the 
issue  of  annual  licences  under  the  Petroleum  Act  and  Regulations. 

The  Council  subscribes  to  the  Association  for  Petroleum  Acts 
Administration,  an  organisation  set  up  in  an  endeavour  to  secure 
uniformity  in  the  application  of  the  Code  of  Principles  of 
Construction  and  Licensing  Conditions  issued  by  the  Home  Office 
relating  to  petroleum  installations. 

Tests  were  applied  to  61  petrol  tanks  during  the  year  and  433 
visits  were  made  to  petroleum  installations. 

Very  careful  attention  was  given  to  the  installation  of  54 
underground  tanks  on  the  two  Service  Areas  at  the  Service  Station 
on  the  M,1  motorway  at  Leicester  Forest  East  in  view  of  the  storage 
of  the  considerable  quantity  of  petroleum  spirit  and  diesel  fuels 
thereat . 
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Seventy-five  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  installations 
at  33  petrol  filling  stations,  storage  of  petrol  at  37  other 
premises  and  for  petroleum  mixtures  only  at  5 premises. 

21  FACTORIES 


There  is  a wide  variety  of  industrial  and  commercial 
undertakings  in  the  District  in  addition  to  the  normal  rural 
industries  of  agriculture  and  horticulture,  and  the  special 
industries  of  granite  stone  and  sand  quarrying.
